was almost the only 
means 
of averting 
world-wide disaster. 
What he learned about world problems 
as president caused Mr. Harding to aban­ 
don the policy of isolation. Isn’t it strange, 
then, that what Mr. Hughes has learned 
about world problems as secretary of state 
has caused him to become an isolationist? 
With all due respect, it must be said that 
there are times— and this is one of them— 
when one can’t help wondering how much 
of a statesman our 
present 
secretary of 
o*£ state is and how much of a politician.

When 
the Pharisee wffio bad invited him 
saw this, he said to himself, 
“If this man were really a prophet, 
he would know who and what the wo­ 
man is who is touching him, for she 
leads a wicked life.” 
Jesus answered him, and said to 
him, 
“Simon, there is something I want 
to say to you.” 
He said. 
“Proceed, Master,” 
“Two men were in debt to a money­ 
lender. 
One owed him a hundred 
dollars and the other ten. 
As they 
could not pay him, he canceled what 
they owed him. Now which of them 
will be more attached to him?” 
Simon answered, 
“The one, I suppose, for whom he 


canceled most.” 
"You are right,” he said. 
And 
turning to the woman, he said to 
Simon, 
“Do you see this woman? I came to 
your house; you did not give me wat­ 
er for my feet, but she has wet ray 
feet with tears and wiped them with 
her hair. 
You did not give me a 
kiss, but from the moment I came 
in she has not stopped kissing my 
feet. 
You did not put any oil upon 
my head, but she has put perfumed 
upon my feet. Therefore, I tell you, 
her sins, many as they are, are for­ 
given for she has loved me so much. 
But the man with little to be forgiven 
loves me but little.” 
And he said to her, 
“Your sins are forgiven!” 
The mi i at the table with him be­ 
gan to say to themselves, 
“Who is this man, who even for­ 
gives sins?” 
But he said to the woman, 
“It is your faith that has saved 
you. Go in peace.” 
Soon after he went about among 
the villages and towns preaching and 
telling the good news of the King­ 
dom of God, The Twelve went with 
him, and some women who had been 
cured of evil spirits and sickness— 
Mary, who was called Mary of Mag- 
dala, out of whom seven demons had 
been driven, and Joanna, the wife of 
Chuza, Herod’s manager, and Sus­ 
anna, and many others, who provid­ 
ed for them with their means , 
When a great throng was gather­ 
ing and people were coming to him 
from one town after another, he said 
in his figurative way, 
“A sower went out to sow his seed. 
As he was sowing, some of the seed 
fell by the path and was trodden on, 
and the wild birds ate it up. 
And 
some of it fell upon the rock, and 
when it sprang up it withered, be­ 
cause it had no moisture. And some 
fell among the thorns, and the thorns 
grew up with it and choked it our. 
And some fell on good soil, and grew 
up and yielded a hundred fold!” 
As he said this he called out, 
“Let him who has ears to hear 
with, listen!’ 
His disciples asked him what this 
figure meant. And he said, 
“You are permitted to know the 
secrts of the Kingdom of God, but 
they are given to 
others 
la 
the 
form of figures 
so 
that 
they 
may look and yet not see, and 
hear and yet not understand. 
This 
is what the figure means. The seed 
is God’s message. The ones by the 
path are those who hear, and then 
the devil comes and carries off the 
message from their hearts, so that 
they may not believe it and be saved. 
The ones on the rock are those who 
receive the message joyfully when 
they first hear it, but it takes 
no 
real root They believe for a little 
while, and then in the time of trial 
they draw back. 
And 
what 
falls 
among the thorns means those who 
iisten and pass on, and the worries 
and wealth and pleasures of life 
stifle them and they yield nothing. 
But the seed in the good soil means 
those who listen to the message and 
keep it in good, true hearts, and yield 
unfailingly. 
“Nobody lights a lamp and then 
covers it with a dish or puts it un­ 
der a bed, but he puts it on its stand, 
so that those who come in may see 
the light. For there is nothing hid­ 
den that shall not be disclosed, nor 
kept secret that shall not be known 
and come to light So take care how 
you listen. 
For people 
who 
have 
will 
have more given to them, 
and 
from 
people 
who 
have 
nothing, even what they think they 
have will be taken away.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—Division 
of prospective immigrants into two 
classes—close blood relatives and 
other aliens—quotas for each to be 
fixed at 2 per cent of the various 
nationals in the United States in 
1890, is proposed in a bill which 
Chairman Johnson of the house im­ 
migration committee will introduce.

For Shriller Whistle. 
BLOOMINGTON, Indiana, Dec. 5 
— If locomotive whistles were placed 
in more forward positions and adapt­ 
ed to a single high pitched note, 
many lives would be saved and ap­ 
proximately $5,000,000 would be cut 
from railro id coal bills, a cording 
to Professor Arthur L. Foley, of In­ 
diana University. 
Dr. Foley, who 
is head of the physics department >} 
and of the Waterman Institute for 
scientific research at Indiana, Uni- 
verstiy, has made a study of sound j }’j 
intensity and cost of operating loco- * * 
motive whistles and claims the low U 
pitch or “chimes” whistles are only •• 
about one sixth as efective as a 
high warning signal. 
The shriek of the present whistle 
is limited, he explains because of 
the smokestack, boll, steam dome, 
generator and a blanket of hot gases 
in front of it causing the sound to 
be broadc' t to the side of the track 
and not down the right of way to­ 
ward a crossing. 
Dr. Foley has calculated that 2.-1 • * 
134,026 tons of coal are consumed ¡ * ¡ 
annually in generating steam 
to •* 
blow the nation’s locomotive whis- I j 
ties, a cost of $7,302,078. 
With the more forward location ¿1 
and a higher pitched whistle, the t j 
scientist maintains two thirds of the,:* 
coal and many lives would be saved *• 
annually.
